Calling the dismissed of¬ 
ficials “traitors” to the new 
society, Marcos promised he 
would punish persons found 
guilty of corruption in any 
sector of society and would 
not stop at “friehds and even 
family members.” 

In another development, the 
defence department Friday 
filed charges against Catholic 
Priest Edicio de la Torre and 
17 other persons on charges of 
conspiracy to commit rebel¬ 
lion. De la Torre, who admits 
to being a Maoist, staged a 
hunger strike last Christmas 
after his arrest. 

Among the ranking govern¬ 
ment officials fired, Maros 
singled out Manual Salients, 
undersecretary of defence in 
charge of munitions and logis¬ 
tics, as indulging in the 
“highest form of treachery."

High-level suspects in missing-coins case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. Mint of¬ 
ficials said Friday that 13 experimental alu¬ 
minum pennies — possibly Worth 3500,000 in 
the rare coin market — are missing and the 
chief suspects are senators, congressmen and 
high treasury officials. 

They said that if the coins could not be 
recovered soon, the government might have 
to mint about 100 million more aluminum 


pennies in order to bring the value of the 
unique missing coins down to one cent each. 

. In 1973, mint director Mary Brooks and 
her deputy, Frank’ Macdonald, went to Capi¬ 
tol Hill and die treasury to recommend the 
use of aluminum pennies because of the ris¬ 
ing price of copper. 

They handed out 14 of the valuable coins 


to members of the congressional banking 
committees. Four have been returned. 

Another three pennies were given to trea¬ 
sury officials, none of which have been re¬ 
turned. 

The aluminum penny bill never passed, 
and the FBI said most of the congressmen 
say .they have either lost or misplaced the 
coins.

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Manitoba floods 
causing havoc 


DAUPHIN. Man. (CP)-- 
Flooding played havoc with 
thousands of residents of 
western Manitoba Friday as 
efforts continued to contain 
raging creeks and rivers swol¬ 
len by rain. 

Mayor Joe Maillard of Ste. 
Rose declared a state at 
emergency shortly after noon 
Friday and asked local mer¬ 
chants to close their stores' as 
the waters of the Turtle River 
neared a crest and a sandbag 
dike around the town was 
breached. 

Dauphin, a regional centre 
of about 9,000, suffered a 
power failure as a result of 
flooding from the Vermilion 
River, and Mayor Andy New¬ 
ton advised residents of the 
town to boll their drinking 
water. 

The flooding, described by 
residents a! the worst in re¬ 
cent memory, is centred in 
die area south of Dauphin 
Lake, about 120 miles 
northwest of Winnipeg. 

Runoff from rains totalling 
about four inches since 
Wednesday produced flooding 
in creeks and along the turtle, 
Vermilion and Ochre Rivers. 

High water has forced the 
evacuation of about 10 fami¬ 
lies in the community of 
Ochre River, filled basements 
and streets in McCreary and 
Laurier, surrounded farm 


houses throughout the region 
and destroyed crops already 
suffering from the poor 
weather of late summer. 

Nearby portions of the In¬ 
terlake area have also been 
affected, although the main 
losses there are apparently li¬ 
mited to crops. 

"I’ve never seen anything 
like it,” said one farmer. 
“The water is rising around 
the haystacks. There’s no 
high ground left to put the 
cattle on any more.” 

Damage estimates were not 
immediately available. 

Sandbags and pumps were 
being rushed into the area as 
fast as possible, but with little 
success in some communities. 

“There's no way we’re 
going to hold these waters,” 
Mayor Maillard said Friday, 
and predicted the flooding 
could be the worst since the 
1947 flood that completely 
inundated Ste. Rose. 

In Dauphin, scores of blocks 
In residential areas were 
flooded, and one of two 
bridges leading west from the 
town was closed to traffic. 

Electrical service was inter¬ 
rupted abo\it 4:36 p.m. and of¬ 
ficials of Manitoba Hydro said 
alternate power would not be 
available until a portable 
transformer arrived from 
Winnipeg.

WASHINGTON (UPI) —

nies. 

They vowed to press for a 
quick vote — perhaps as early 
as next week — and said they 
thought they had a “better 
than 50 per cent chance” of 
succeeding. 

The bill, certain - to en¬ 
counter opposition from oil- 
state senators, would make it 
illegal within five years for a 
major company to engage si¬ 
multaneously in^ production, 
refining, transportation and 
marketing of oil and natural 
gas products. 

It would affect about 20 U.S. 
oil and gas companies. 

“The petroleum and natural 
gas Industry is not competi¬ 
tive,;*; the senators said, ar¬ 
guing that their bill would 
drive prices down through 
free-market competition. 

A spokesman for the Ameri¬ 
can Petroleum Institute, the 
oil industry trade association, 
challenged the senators’ 
claim. 

“Fragmenting; an industry 
does not lead in the long run 
to lower prices because the 
various fragments . . . each

Jordan to get 
U.S. missiles 


OTTAWA (CP) - Prison 
guards in federal jails called 
Friday for the death penalty 
in cases of premeditated 
murder and reinstatement of 
use of the strap and paddle on 
unruly prisoners. 

The federal prison guards 


also embraced a call for com¬ 
pulsory haircuts for prisoners, 
complaining that long hair 
and beards are unclean, haz¬ 
ardous and hide facial fea¬ 
tures. 

The solicitor-general compo¬ 
nent of the Public Service Al¬ 



liance, which represents 9,600 
federal workers, agreed at a 
convention that the govern¬ 
ment should enforce laws pro¬ 
viding for the death penalty 
for slayers of police and pris¬ 
on guards. 

The union has been critical 
of Solicitor-General Warren 
Alim and for commuting the 
death sentence passed on po¬ 
lice killers. 

But the union also said capi¬ 
tal punishment should be ex¬ 
tended to all premeditated 
murder unless courts recom¬ 
mend clemency. 

The demand for extension 
of the death penalty came as 
the Canadian Police Associa¬ 
tion, -meeting in Montreal, 
called for the resignation of 
Allmand and Justice Minister 
Otto Lang because of their 
stand on capital punishment. 

About 80 union delegates in 
Ottawa, also called for a na¬ 
tional referendum on the 
death penalty, cancellation of 
family visits to maximum and 
medium security prisons and 
prohibition of hiring of former • 
prisoners in the Canadian 
penitentiary service. 

In contrast to the unanimity 
on the death penalty resolu¬ 
tions, there was a more sub¬ 
stantial debate on the rein¬ 
troduction of corporal punish¬ 
ment — strapping and pad¬ 
dling.

Hearst capture no ‘fluke’ 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) 
— FBI Director Clarence Kel¬ 
ley said Friday "good and 
solid investigation” led his 
agents to Patty Hearst’s hide¬ 
away house and the arrest 
of the fugitive newspaper 
heiress and her revolutionary 
comrades. 

But he adrqitted investiga¬ 
tors were A stumped” for a 
year and a half and the FBI 
tried but failed to infiltrate 
the Symbionese Liberation 
Army which kidnapped Miss 
Hearst. 

Kelley rejected contentions 
his agents stumbled onto the 
two-storey frame house m San 
Francisco by accident. 

But Paul Young, special 
agent in charge in Sacramen¬ 
to, said his agents h&d been 
looking for a person with links 
to the SLA, ‘‘but we had no 
idea the Harrises and Miss 
Hearst were there.” 

Arrested with Miss Hearst 
and Wendy Yoshimura were 
Stephen Soliah, who rented an 
apartment for the two women, 
and Emily and William' 
Harris. 

Soiiah’s sister, Kathy, has 
visited Miss Yoshimura’s boy¬ 
friend in prison and was listed 
as a known associate of SLA 
members. 

In San Francisco, Charles 
Bates, FBI special agent in 
charge, said the house where 
the Harrises were arrested 
had been under surveillance 
for two days. 


Magazines 
tax guide 
ruling soon 

OTTAWA (CP)-The Cana¬ 
dian editions of Time and 
Reader’s Digest probably will 
learn in a week or so just 
what they have to do to avoid 
being regarded as just two 
more foreign publications for 
tax purposes. 

The government introduced 
legislation last April to make 
that change, meaning that Ca¬ 
nadian advertisers in the two 
American-owned magazines 
could no longer deduct adver¬ 
tising costs as a business ex¬ 
pense. 

That would be loss of a fair¬ 
ly attractive incentive to ad¬ 
vertisers who might then turn 
more to Canadian outlets. 

The revenue department 
plans to make an announce¬ 
ment late next week on the 
exact requirements for the 
t>vo magazines, along with 
several other foreign-owned 
publications, to "Canadianize 
themselves.” 

The publications already 
have been told that then Ca¬ 
nadian tax status could end 
■ext Jan. 18* 


‘‘We were Interested in that 
house because of some other 
angle that we thought might 
give us some leads that would 
eventually lead to the fugi¬ 
tives,” Bates said.

Miss Yoshimura, an artist 
who joined the SLA after the 
heiress’ 1974 kidnap. 

Miss Yoshimura’s fin¬ 
gerprints were found last fall 
in a remote Pennsylvania 


farmhouse. Kelley declined 
comment cm that aspect of the 
case bqt said further checks 
into Miss Hearst’s associates 
produced two addresses in 
San Francisco.

Price rise

Projected on a yearly basis, 
the figure would indicate an 
annual inflation rate of only 
2.4 per cent.

\Y/hEN THE UNITED STATES Defence Secre- 
W tai-y James Schleslnger reproached the Ca¬ 
nadian government the other day for the niggardly 
contribution this country makes to the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty organization’s forces in Europe, he 
probably hoped for a shamefaced undertaking from 
one of the wealthiest of the western defence part¬ 
ners to do better. 

He got nothing of the sort. 

When the defence secretary talked with Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau in Ottawa on Tuesday, all 
he got were words of sympathy for his concern over 
the reported build-up of the Warsaw Pact alliance 
which endangered the already dubious balance of 
power in Eastern Europe — dubious because in 
men under arms, in reserves of trained manpower, 
in numerical air, tank and artillery power, the Com¬ 
munist forces are substantially superior. 

Mr. Schleslnger was no doubt concerned that 
Mr. Trudeau has given no answer yet as to whether 
he plans to pull the remaining Canadian troops and 
tanks — ancient Centurions — out of the NATO 
garrison. v 

Mr. Schleslnger encountered the same evasi¬ 
veness on the part of Mr. Trudeau that has so frus¬ 
trated and infuriated Canadian parliamentarians in 
search of answers. 

Last May, J. P. Nowlan, a Tory from An¬ 
napolis Valley, asked Mr. Trudeau in the House of 
Commons whether he had advised Britain’s Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson during the Commonwealth 
conference "that the cabinet is considering pulling 
back all of its land forces to Canadian territory, 
leaving just the air element in NATO.” 

As though the question were not clear, Mr. 
Trudeau responded with a puzzled query of his 


own: "May I ask whether the hon. member is ask¬ 
ing about Canadian land forces or United Kingdom 
land forces?” 

"Mr. Speaker, let me ask the question specifi¬ 
cally," the Hansard record continues. “I? the cabi¬ 
net considering withdrawing completely the land 
element of Canadian forces in NATO, leaving only 
the air element portion that is still there?” 

"Mr. Speaker, I certainly did not discuss any¬ 
thing of that kind with the prime minister of Great 
Britain,” Mr. Trudeau rejoined. 

“Mr. Nowlan: Mr. Speaker, the prime minister 
is diabolically clever in terms of evading or parry¬ 
ing questions.” 

Mr. Nowlan never did get an answer and nei¬ 
ther did Mr. Schlesinger. 

Nor did Mr. Schlesinger get any satisfaction 
from Canada’s Defence Minister James Richard¬ 
son, who referred to the 1974 defence budget 
which, he said, was roughly 2.5 per cent of the 
gross national production of $141 billion. This, said 
Mr. Richardson, represented an increase of almost 
20 per cent over the past five years. 

In other words, it was not sufficient to keep up 
with the inflationary cost of the armed services. 

Moreover, his figures had nothing whatever to 
do with NATO. 

Mr. Schlesinger is well aware — and so should 
Canadians be — that this country’s contribution to 
the alliance forces is fractionally higher than Lux¬ 
embourg’s — in relation to the gross national prod¬ 
uct — and a little below Denmark’s. 

Mr. Schlesinger got no assurance that Canada 
would take steps to improve its NATO position — 
or even to continue the negligible contribution it 
now makes. 

Like Mr. Nowlan, he got no answer. 


Blow for freedom 


P RENTIER DAVID BARRETT and his government 
for the first time in their several years in of¬ 
fice, have done something that will please almost 
everybody. 

They have angered industry with costly, en¬ 
forced operating procedures; they have been over- 
generousxvith the taxpayers’ money in meeting the 
demands of government employees for unprece¬ 
dented benefits; they have created huge new 
bureaux of bureaucracy and indulged in patronage. 

They have failed to take a position in industri¬ 
al disputes in time to prevent massive inconveni¬ 
ences or to prevent irrecoverable losses, and they 
have tolerated attitudes which inevitably contrib¬ 
ute to the higher rate of inflation. 

But not a voice has been raised in protest over 


the decision to ban the capture and confinement of 
killer whales. 

Recreation and Conservation Minister Jack 
Radford went into a long explanation in justifica¬ 
tion of Jthis decision, citing old laws and contem¬ 
porary findings which, in short, hold that the 
whales belong to the Crown. 

The Crown, in this instance, means the people, 
one surmises. 

On that point it is possible to take issue with 
Premier Barrett, Mr. Radford and all the rest of 
the ministry: the killer whale, like all the other 
creatures of the seas and of the wilderness, belongs 
to no man or any part of the human society. 

He has a right to survive — possibly a better 
right than those who would kill or capture him. 

The government’s action is, as the whale 
might say, a blow for freedom. 


Eye on Cuba: 


Castro prefers Soviet links 


Even Sen. George McGo¬ 
vern doubts that Cuban Pre¬ 
mier .Fidel Castro would try 
to loosen the ties that bind 
him to the Soviet Union just 
to satisfy the United States. 

Cuba, under Castro, has be¬ 
come a Soviet satellite, a 
Communist foothold in the 
Americas, and no inter- 
American conference, neither 
shuttle nor subtle diplomacy 
is going to change that fact. 

The use of force was ruled 
out long ago. 

As the South Dakota Demo¬ 
crat recalled in his recently 
released report entitled

“Cuban Realities: May-19975," 
the U.S. government pro¬ 
mised during the missile 
crisis that it would not invade 
Cuba. 


President John F. Kennedy 
wrote Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev on Oct. 27, 1962, 
agreeing “to give assurances 
against an invasion of Cuba,” 
if the Kremlin would remove 
Its offensive missile systems 
from that Caribbean island. 

“Over time Cuban leader¬

ship has come to believe the 
pledge agaipst future in¬ 
vasions which the United 
States gave in settlement of 
the 1962 missile crisis,” 
McGovern said in the report 
he prepared on his May 5-8 
visit to Cuba.

He conceded, though, that 
“normal trade and diplomacy 
with the United States will 
doubtless have only limi¬ 
ted impact on the Cuban sys¬ 
tem and that nation’s Influ¬ 
ence beyond Its shores.”

One-tenth of one per cent is 
such a small fraction that it 
does not seem to matter one 
way or the other. Unless 0.1 
per cent happens to represent 
12,000 more people out of 
work. Which is what the latest 
0.1 per cent increase in sea¬ 
sonally adjusted unemploy¬ 
ment rate does represent. 

Unless you happen to be one 
of the unemployed, even the 
figure 12,000 may *not disturb 
you but it should. For it refers 
to August, the best part of the 
busiest time in the whole 
economy. The slightest rise in 
unemployment in August fore¬ 
shadows many more jobless 
in the fall and winter. Can 
you be absolutely certain you 
will not be among them? 


The slight tremor registered 
by Statistics Canada employ¬ 
ment figures in August is thus 
a very serious matter indeed. 
All the more so because this 
year we didn’t have the usual 
spring and summer decline in 
unemployment after its sea¬ 
sonal winter peak. Quite the 
contrary, the unemployment 
rate, which last fall stood at 
slightly over 5 per cent and 
climbed only moderately 
through the winter, gathered 
momentum in the spring. In¬ 
stead of seasonally subsiding, 
it pushed over 7 per cent and 
stayed there through the sum- 
mer.- 

The alarming thing about 
the 0.1 per cent increase in 
August is that it was added to 
the very high July figure of 
7.2 per cent which remained 
virtually unchanged for six 
months. The seriousness of 
the deterioration of the econ¬ 
omy this reflects becomes 
clear when comparison is 
made with the unemployment 
rate of 5.3 per cent a year ago. 


The jump of two full per¬ 
centage points since August 
1974 1-epresents an increase of 
214,000 in the number of un¬ 
employed (from 522,000 to 
736,000). These figures illus¬ 
trate much better the perilous 
deterioration of our economy 
than the 0.1 per cent and 
12,000 July-August change 
which 'the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment and Its apologists are 
trying to shrug off as insignif¬ 
icant. 

Since most people want to 
hear that unemployment isn’t 
really serious and does not di¬ 
rectly threaten (and therefore 
concern) them anyway, they 
may be fooled by artful jug¬ 
gling of statistics. But nobody 
can be blinded to the meaning 
of the other set of figures 
which reflect the state of the 
economy — the cost of living 
index — because their effect

is clearly and painfully felt in 
every pocketbook. 

In August the monthly in¬ 
crease in the cost of living 
index was one percentage 
point. That’s less than the 1.4 
per cent jump in July but a 
big shift by any yardstick. 

And since food and housing 
again account for much of the 
rise, anyone on a tight budget 
(a category no longer limited 
to pensioners after more than 
a year of unchecked two-digit 
inflation) is hit where it realiy 
hurts. 

Even the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment cannot pretend that an 
increase of one full per cent is 
negligible. So it trios to con¬ 
fuse the cost of living figures 
by changing the statistical 
base. Instead of the 1961 level 
which hitherto provided the 
100-point norm for measuring 
changes in the cost-of-living 
index, StatsCan now uses 1971 
as the starting point. 

The result is that the cost- 
of-livjng (or consumer price) 
index, winch in June stood at 
184 on the 1961 base now 
reads 141.2 for August, up 


from 139.8 in July. It tooks less 
shocking and makes compari¬ 
sons more difficult, but the 
trick cannot conceal the plain 
fact of continued rapid price 
escalation. 


A 1 per cent jump a month 
still compounds to 12 per cent 
annual inflation rate, no mat¬ 
ter which base you take. And 
as the average monthly in¬ 
crease has moved over 1 per 
cent since Trudeau pledged to 
“wrestle inflation to the 
ground” in the 1974 election 
campaign, the actual cost of 
living increase over a year 
ago is 13.9 per cent. More¬ 
over, the inflation pressure is 
bound to get worse, for the 
recent increase in the prime 
bank rate by a whopping \ of 
1 per cent will, by raising the 
cost of money (which at the 
same time continues to lose 
buying power at a fast clip) 
force price levels of basic 
necessities and everything 
else still higher. Also,-we are 
yet to feel the full impact t)f 
the higher oil price the Tru¬ 


deau government decreed and 
some of the provincial govern¬ 
ments temporarily postponed. 

So whichever way you look 
at it, the August increase in 
unemployment (“negligible” 
as It may seem in official In¬ 
terpretation), coupled with 
the substantial jump in the 
cost of living and the upping 
of the bank rate, means a 
tough winter ahead for the 
stunted and badly mis¬ 
managed economy the Tru- 
deaucrats seem determined 
to run into the ground. 


No use blaming them, 
though. They are quite right 
when they maintain that they 
are carrying out the wishes of 
the electorate. After all. 
,voters rejected efforts to fight 
inflation and opted for oom- 
f o r t i n g deceptions which 
matched their self-delusions. 

What we are getting is thus 
what the escapist plurality of 
the electorate opted for in a 
free choice and what, there¬ 
fore, we collectively deserve. 
Unfortunately, there are at 
least three more years of 
worse things to come.

Now that any nation can de¬ 
velop nuclear weapons with¬ 
out serious world-wide protest 
or condemnation, no reason 
remains to suppress publica¬ 
tion of this handy, step-by- 
step guide on “Nuclear Wea¬ 
ponry Self-Taught." It is of¬ 
fered free, as a public service 
for all underdeveloped nations 
wishing to join the now non-ex- 
clusive “nuclear club." 

Step l: Approach Britain, 
the United States, the Soviet 
Union, China or France with 
the earnest statement that 
your country wishes to con¬ 
tribute to the body of knowl¬ 
edge of nuclear energy, and 
to use it for the well-being of 
your deprived population. To 
that end, you wish to obtain a 
reactor. Make it clear that it 
will be solely for peaceful 
uses of nuclear energy. 

Explain Carefully that if a 
Western nation denies your 
request you have no recourse 
but to approach the Eastern 
members of the “club” (or 
vice-versa). This will guaran¬ 
tee that your reactor-, com¬ 
plete with fuel, will be giyen 
promptly and freely. 

* ★ ★ 

Ask specifically for a “re¬ 
search” reactor, not a power 
reactor. This serves two pur¬ 
poses: It shows you intend it 
for peaceful uses; it is consid¬ 
erably easier to obttin the re¬ 
quired bomb material from a 
research reactor. 

Step 8: Appropriate funds in 
your rational budget for the 
construction ami operation of 
a nuclear-chemistry facility. 
It is best not to have this 
openly labelled. But, if this is 
not feasible, do not despair: 
Any peaceful nuclear reactor 
needs such a facility. Since 
this Is funded by your own 
country, It is vital that you 
maintain that international in¬ 
spection of this facility would 
be an unwarranted intrusion 
upon your internal sovereign¬ 
ty. 

Step 3: You now have your 
reactor, fuel, trained person¬ 
nel, and nuclear-chemistry

laboratory. You are now 
ready to operate your reactor 
peacefully. Do a few simple 
experiments that can be pub¬ 
lished in scientific intern*- 
tional journals. If your re¬ 
search is not of sufficiently 
high quality to be published 
by these journals, establish 
your own Journal of Nuclear 
Research and distribute it (at 
no cost, if necessary) to re¬ 
search libraries around the 
world. 


Stop ,4: The fuel elements 
of your reactor contain copi¬ 
ous quantities of the benign 
isotope Uranlium-238, and as 
your reactor is operated this 
gradually and effectively it 
converted to Plutonium-239. 
This is the material you are 
after — the fissionable consti¬ 
tuent of your soon-to-be- 
developed nuclear weapons. 
After each fuel element is 
“burned” it is intensely radio¬ 
active. Store it safely in a 
-shielded vault in your nu¬ 
clear-chemistry facility. 

Step 6: From here on, 
operate in a secret manner. It 
certainly should not be known 
to what purposes you will put 
the spent fuel, as you wish to 
continue to receive replace¬ 
ment fuel from your benefac¬ 
tor. (If your security is not 
leak-proof, you may still ob¬ 
tain new fuel from cither the 
Eastern or Western bloc of 
the nuclear club by threaten¬ 
ing to divest yourself of your 
neutrality.) 


As the old fuel elements 
“cool," carefully, and with 
due precaution, dhemically 
separate your precious Plq- 
tonium-239 and store your 
ever-growing stockpile of U. 
This fissionable isotope has a 
very long half-life (24,000 
years) and you can add to 
this stockpile gradually with 
no fear of it diminishing. 

This process may take a 


decade or more. If you are in 
a hurry, you must obtain one 
or more reactors from the 
club members, to speed up 
this stockpiling process. If 
this is the case, return again 
to Step 1. 

Stop 6: Continue until 
enough fissionable isotopes are 
collected for a few weapons 
with the power of 50,000 tons 
of TNT each. These afe rela¬ 
tively “small” bombs, but 
sufficient for your purpose. In 
no case should you use your 
plutonium as fuel for your re¬ 
actor. This fuel will not 
“breed" additional fuel for 
weapons, and your stockpile 
will beoome depleted. 

If you use this material in 
this manner, be warned: You 
are going counter to the goal 
set and are misusing this 
guide! This truly peaceful use 
must be ruthlessly a.oided. 

Stop 7: Dig a tunnel and 
explode a weapon in it to see 
if it works. This underground 
test is important to avoid in¬ 
ternational repercussions that 
might follow an atmospheric 
test. It is now time to enter 
the second stage where you 
“justify” your possession of 
nuclear weapons. 


Step 8: As Die world is 
aware that you possess these 
weapons, state openly and sin¬ 
cerely that these are for pure¬ 
ly ’peaceful purposes. Under¬ 
score your need for these 
bombs to dredge new harbors, 
develop mining enterprises, 
etc., in order to expand your 
economy and provide a better 
living standard for your starv¬ 
ing people. 

Congratulations! You arc 
now a member of the nuclear 
club. No one appreciates this- 
more than the nations border¬ 
ing you. By use of this guide 
your goal is achieved:* You 
are now a bona fide developed 
country. If due worldwide 
respect is not forthcoming, 
just use one or more of your 
peaceful bombs to further 
impress the world.

Epstein, who has served in 
the UN for Canada for the 
padt 30 years, was comment¬ 
ing on remarks made in Otta¬ 
wa this week by U.S. Defence 
Secretary James Schlesinger. 

Schlesinger, in Ottawa for a 
two-day conference with De¬ 
fence Minister James Rich¬ 
ardson, urged, Canada 1o 
make a greater commitment 
to the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization or the baltmce of 
power in Europe might tip to¬ 
wards the Soviets. 

’‘unless we are willing to 
defend places other than 
North America,” Schlesinger 
said, “it won't be long before 
the N6rth American continent 
is the only place in the world 
left to defend.” 

Calgary-born Epstein, who 
* splits his time between New 
York and Victoria, is a visit¬ 
ing lecturer at the University 
of Victoria, teaching interna¬ 
tional security, arms control, 
disarmament and interna¬ 
tional organization.

MONTREAL (CP) — Two leading 
Canadian .economists have said wage 
and price controls are the only solu¬ 
tion to the nation’s economic woes. 

Carl Beigie, head of the C. D. 
Howe Research Institute, suggested 
Thursday .traditional economic poli¬ 
cies will not pull the country through 
the problems of rising prices and in¬ 
creasing unemployment. Wage and 
price controls were the only solution. 

Beigie’s statements echoed those 
of Toronto economist Peter Martin of 
the brokerage firm McLeod Young 
Weir and Co. Ltd. 

Martin said the federal govern¬ 
ment "must know that it is living 


in the past, using the same old tools 
to go after a very different kind of 
inflation animal — an animal that is 
just not responsive, at least in the 
short run, to the laws of supply and 
demand.” 

If wage and price controls were 
to be instituted for 18 months, “this 
would give the adjustment mecha¬ 
nisms time to get back in working 
order and more importantly, break 
inflation psychology,” Martin said. 

Beigie suggested that before such 
controls were instituted, there would 
have to be a 90-day freeze on wages 
and prices during which time the re¬ 
straints could be discussed.

The dredge has 
been badly damaged by the 
ice and the ships are making 
a -speed of about one knot,” 
Slaght said.

The Halifax-based Mac¬ 
donald was working the east¬ 
ern Arctic this summer when 
she was ordered to the Beau¬ 
fort Sea area to help shipping 
operating in the worst ice con¬ 
ditions in the recorded history 
of the area around the Yukon- 
Alaska border. 

The two oceanographic 
ships were originally sche¬ 
duled to return to Victoria by 
the western route but because 
of the ice it was decided last 
week to send them home by 
the Atlantic route. They have 
been in the Beaufort Sea since 
mid-July on an environmental 
impact study to determine ef¬ 
fects offshore oil drilling may 
have on the Arctic. 

Meanwhile, thg huge Ameri¬ 
can sea lift carrying supplies 
to the Prudhoe Bay oilfield 
and military establishments 
along the north coast of Alas¬ 
ka is still in a shambles 
caused by the ice pack at 
Point Barrow. 

The fleet of 23 tugs and 47 
barges — the largest such 
operation in commercial* mari¬ 
time history — has been at¬ 
tempting to get through the 
ice since mid-July.

Under the new rating all 
Snowdon inmates go to work 
in the community and return 
to the prison or centre at 
night. 

The forestry activities at 
the camp have been stopped 
and six guards haVe been or 
are being transferred to other 
provincial jobs. ✓ 

Hal McGillivary. Van¬ 
couver Island Regional Cor¬ 
rectional Centre director, 
say* that of the present 33 in¬ 


mates, 24 are currently work¬ 
ing and the remaining nine 
are looking for work. 

. The province launched the 
community corrections centre 
scheme last year as a means 
of getting low-risk, minimum- 
security prisoners away from 
the traditionally oppressive 
jail setting — and into a gen¬ 
uinely rehabilitative atmo¬ 
sphere. 

Prisoners are allowed to 
handle jobs at regular rates 
and use their income to look 
after their families, save 
money — and pay back some 
cash to victims of their 
crimes. 

They, pay 54 daily for board 
at the centre. 

TTie 25-man corrections 
centre at Wilkinson Road in 


Victoria — separate from the 
main jail — was the first Is¬ 
land centre to take part in the 
scheme. Snowdon now is com¬ 
munity corrections centre No. 
2, said Me Gill: vary. 

The director was, however, 
quick to point out that the 
transition from prison camp 
to corrections centre did not, 
in fact, happen overnight. 

Earlier this summer, for ex¬ 
ample, 35 out of a total 52 in¬ 
mates were allowed “work re¬ 
lease” — working in the com¬ 
munity and returning to 
Snowdon at night. 

And the work release pro¬ 
gram, says McGillivary, was 


Initiated some eight years 
ago. 

The really new feature of 
the scheme is where — as on 
the mainland — corrections 
centres are houses located 
right in the community. 

McGillivary says the pro¬ 
gram is designed for those 
serving short sentences and 
for prisoners toward the end 
of a long sentence. 

Offenders are screened 
carefully to ensure they posq 
no threat to the community. 

They are allowed to .drive 
their own cars to work or 
have their wives pick them up 
and drive them.

First he was referred to as 
M. C. and then as Bill. But 
now. Col wood RCMP said Fri¬ 
day, it appears the mystery 
man who became the subject 
of an unusual plaster cast 
may have been either Bill 
Mills or BUI White. 

A second progress report 
was issued by Colwood RCMP 
on their investigation 'of the 
identity of an elderly man 
whose skeleton was found 
May 1, 1974, in a wooded area 
of the East Saanich Indian 
reserve. 

Police said all leads phoned 
in after a first appeal for pub¬ 
lic assistance Sept. 3 had 
rilled out but one — the 
search for a Sanscha HaU 
caretaker who disappeared in 
the early 1960s — and at¬ 
tempts to trace him had 
brought suggestions of the two 
names. 

After the body was found, 
missing-person lists were 
checked to no avail and the 
investigation seemed to be at 
a dead end. But the RCMP 
decided to try something new 
from their recently-named 
first identification expert, Cpl. 
•John Faux. 

Faux built a face and head 
for die mystery man by using 
the skull to make a plaster 
cast. Photographs of the face 
and head were released along 
with a list of the items found 
around the skeleton — cloth¬ 
ing, a pipe with silver band, a 
gold pocket watch, gold rim 
glasses and a silver pencil 
bearing the initials M. C. 

Police received numerous 
phone tips from southern Van¬ 
couver Island, with one com¬ 
ing from Vancouver. They 
were narrowed down to fewer 
than half a dozen firm leads 
and now police say all have 
been discounted but the case 
of the caretaker. 

Several Saanich Peninsula 
residents who saw a Colonist 
storv of the plaster cast told 
RQMP about a Sanscha Hall 
caretaker who simply stopped 
coming to work in the early 
1960s. 

Like the dead man. he 
would have been about 70 at 
the time. Unlike him. the 
caretaker was about six feet 
tall when the dead man was 
thought to have been five feet, 
six inches tall. But RCMP de¬ 
cided the height estimate 


be in error and fol- 
up the tips. 

The trouble was that Sans¬ 
cha Hall veterans could re¬ 
member only that the care¬ 
taker was named Bill and he 
had been ailing shortly before 
he vanished. 

Now, RCMP have had Sans- 
cba Hall and doctors’ records 
searched and the caretaker is 
believed to have been either 
Bill Mills or Bill White and a 
Sidney hospital patient, possi¬ 
bly as a result of a stroke, not 
long before his disappear¬ 
ance. 

Investigators have stressed 
from the start that foul play 
is not suspected. Indications 
are it is being pressed both to 
clear it from the books and to 
see if such a special plaster 
cast can work, setting a help¬ 
ful pattern for future inquires.

Hunters who have abused 
logging^road privileges are re¬ 
sponsible' for the closing of 
some Island roads to all this 
weekend, according to George 
Forslund of the Sooke division 
of Pacific Logging Company. 


Forslund said Friday thal 
the extremely dry condition of ‘ 
the woods, coupled with some 
hunters’ abuse of privileges, 
made the closing necessary. 

The hunters lit fires in the 
area. "This could have result¬ 
ed in serious problems except 


for alert forest rangers," 
Forslund said. 

"Also a hunter accidentally 
started a fire in the Glinz 
Lake area Thursday so now 
the company is forced to close 
these rpads,” he added.

While the waves of passionate public opin¬ 
ion settle and the B.C. whale adjusts to its 
new home, the Greenpeace Foundation 
doesn't intend to let the matter rest. 

"The controversy is far from ended,” said 
a Vancouver spokesman. "We have handed 
over the matter to Greenpeace in Toronto 
and the Great Lakes who will keep a watch¬ 
ful eye on the whale.”

Wright 

angrily 

denies 

charges 

Statements by Don White, a 
former research scientist at 
the Vancouver Aquarium, 
that Sealand does not have 
"expertise and experts” to 
handle killer whales brought 
an angry reply from Sealand 
owner Bob Wright on Friday. 

"Sealand has undergone 
great expense to bring to¬ 
gether a medical and behav¬ 
ioral telfm second to none,’’ 
Wright said. ‘The team in¬ 
cludes one of the best behav¬ 
ioral men in the world with 14 
years’ experience in Europe 
to his credit. He is our chief 
trainer. Our veterinary ’ and 
chief scientific advisers have 
published papers on killer 
whales and have addressed 
conferences both in North 
America and Europe. We are 
members of the International 
Association of Aquatic Animal 
Medicine, and, in fact, have 
donated substantial sums of 
money through this organiza¬ 
tion for research on killer 
whales.” 

Wright said the new mate 
tor Haida, chosen from the 
recent pod of six whales cap¬ 
tured by a Sealand team, ar¬ 
rived at Sealand in perfect 
condition and was eating will¬ 
in'two hours. 

‘Tour subsequent medicals 
have confirmed the animAl to 
be in good health,” Wright 
said. "We have operated, and 
will continue to operate, in a 
responsible way at Sealand." 

Wright said that he recom¬ 
mended White for the original 
killer whale hunt in 1970, but 
that White had worked for Six 
Flags Over Texas, an amuse¬ 
ment park company operating 
in Arlington, Texas, who 
owned the whales then held at 
Pedder Bay. Wright said that 
White was in charge of the 
operation from March to No¬ 
vember, 1970, with veterinary 
services at his disposal. 
Wright was agent for Six 
Flags in paying White’s sal¬ 
ary and expenses. 

In mid-May one of the 
whales died, Wright said. 
“White claims that this infor¬ 
mation was kept silent, when 
at least two or three articles 
on this subject have appeared 
in the local media during the 
past three years." 

Wright said that at the time 
of the whale's death, White 
forwarded to him a complete 
report on his observations of 
the behavior of the animals, 
which was in turn forwarded 
to the owners in Texas. 

As a result of the incident. 
Wright said that Sealand 
made recommendations to the 
federal government, which 
were later embodied in future 
killer whale hunting permits. 
These included recommended 
sizes and limits on the length 
of time the animals might be 
held before transporting. 

Wright said that White’s 
statements that whales be¬ 
come impotent in captivity, 
and that their behavior in a 
confined area is totally dif¬ 
ferent than in a natural en¬ 
vironment, were without foun¬ 
dation.

The three unions were unit¬ 
ed and co-operating closely 
before the government’s ap¬ 
pointment of Hutcheon and 
the beginning of strike action 
by the two pulp unions. 

The IWA respected a re¬ 
quest by King that no strike 
action be taken until Hut¬ 
cheon’s report was completed. 

The union has still not called 
a strike, although most of Its 
members are without work, 
either because - of expanded 
pjcketing by the pulp unions, 
which the IWA has protested, 
or closure of sawmills unable 
to ship their chips to the pro¬ 
vince’s 20 pulp mills. 

Since that time, enmity be¬ 
tween the IWA and the two 
pulp unions has grown and 
even though the two pulp 
unions are now working’close¬ 
ly together, there is some hos¬ 
tility between them as well. 

The IWA and the CPU both 
belong to the federation and 
the Canadian Labor Congress, 
while the PPWC belongs to 
the Confederation of Canadian 
Unions, a rival trade union 
central. The PPWC was 
formed in the mid-sixties as 
result of breakaways from the 
international predecessor of 
the CPU, which itself left the 
international several years 
ago. 

Complicating the negotia¬ 
tions are political consider- 


gotiatlons in the province's 
main’ industry to complicate 
its drive, expected next year, 
for another term in office. 

As well, the industry served 
notice when It accepted the 
Hutcheon report that It ex¬ 
pected sympathetic govern¬ 
ment review of NDP pal idea 
directed at the industry, and 
it is understood that expen¬ 
sive pollution abatement regu¬ 


lations are one of its prime 
concerns. 

Ginn, in previous state¬ 
ments, has accused the com¬ 
panies of taking on the unions 
in an attempt to embarass the 
government enough to have it 
defeated in the next provin¬ 
cial election. 

The government and thp 
IWA are close allies, and 
Mymo recently defended King 
against attacks from federa¬ 
tion. officials calling for his 
resignation over amendments 
passed In the last session to 
the Labor Code.

Before 1952 the small vil¬ 
lage of Harrania, near the 
great pyramids of Egypt, had 
little to distinguish it from 
any other village along the 
Nile. 

But In 1952 an Egyptian ar¬ 
chitect named Ramses Wissa- 
Wassef established a small 
tapestry studio and taught a 
a number of young children to 
weave. 

Since then the works of 
these children have been exhi¬ 
bited in museums all over 
Europe and featured at major 
exhibits in The Netherlands, 
Switzerland, Sweden, France, 
England and Germany. 

Many major American and 
European museums have ac¬ 
quired Harrania tapestries for 
their permanent collections. 

The 16 works to he seen in 
the Backroom Gallery were 
first brought to Canada in 
1971 and have been exhibited 
in galleries throughout North 
America. 


The scenes depicted in the 
hangins are of the natural en¬ 
vironment. Dogs, birds, don¬ 
keys water and trees with 
many colored leaves pervade 
the works. 

One his first visit to Egypt 
in 1973, U.S. State Secretary 
Henry Kissinger was present¬ 
ed with a Harrania tapestry 
from the Egyptian govern¬ 
ment as was then president 
Nixori. 

The remarkable artistic ex¬ 
periment by-Wissa-Wassef has 
continued even after his death 
in 1974. His child artists are 
allowed no “art books, inter¬ 
ference from adults or 
sketches or designs to imitate. 

From the beginning the chil¬ 


dren developed their own 
skills and the result is a re- 
fereshing and spontaneous art 
form. *

Garden notes 


The btfc thing in the garden 
shops and centres these days 
is bulbs, and even the super¬ 
markets are arranging attrac¬ 
tive displays of boxed bulbs 
imparted from Holland. Bulb 
catalogues, too, have been ar¬ 
riving in the mail for the last 
several weeks now. ^ 

This being the case, I think 
It is about time we had a chat 
on what to look for when you 
shop for bulbs — how to tell 
top quality specimens from 
run-of-the-mill ones. 

It isn’t likely you could be 
cheated on bulbs purchased 
locally or from reputable cat¬ 
alogue firms, for both B.C.- 
grown and Dutch bulbs are 
subject to the most rigid in¬ 
spection, but even sound and 
healthy bulbs came in dif¬ 
ferent grades and at different 
prices. 

★ ★ * 

Size is an important factor 
when you buy tulip, hyacinth 
or daffodil bulbs, and all 
other things being equal, the 
bigger the bulb, the better the 
flower. * 


This is not true of all bulbs, 
for as I have mentioned so 
many times in this column, 
tlte largest bulbs of gladiolus 
and anemones are usually 
over-age specimens and are 
to be avoided. 

The smaller, high-shoul¬ 
dered gladiolus corms are 
much to be preferred over the 
wide', saucer-shaped types. 

The reason for this is quite 
simiple. In daffodil, tulip and 
hyacinth bulbs, the flower is 
already formed inside the 
bulb when you buy it — in 
fact, it was formed last 
spring, shortly after the plant 
finished blooming and before 
the foliage ripened. 

* ★ * 

Small bulbs are immature 
and may have no flower in 
them; such bulbs cannot pos¬ 
sibly bloom next spring, no 
matter how much loving care 
is lavished on them, and at 
least one more season of 
growth is required before they 
attain sexual maturity and 
are able to produce flowers. 


Again, with the biggest 

bulbs, you tend to get bigger 
or more flowers. With single¬ 
nosed narcissi, for instance, 
one stem of flowers is pro¬ 
duced, whereas with -a triple¬ 
nosed bulb you get three 
stems. 

They get more, but you get 
more for your money. The 
cheaper bulbs are fine for 
bedding or for the cutting gar¬ 
den, but for potting up, only 
the largest and best should be 
purchased. 

* ★ * 

The anemone and the gla¬ 
diolus are entirely different 
critters. In these bulbs, no 
flower is already formed — it 
has to be manufactured dur¬ 
ing the current growing sea¬ 
son. 

The bulb — and I am using 
this word in its popular sense 
here — is nothing but a store¬ 
house for plant food, enabling 
the plant to survive through 
its prolonged dormant season 
and to get off to a good start 
when planted. 


Once the plant puts out 
roots of its own and is able to 
feed itself, the mother bulb 
shrivels and dies. 

Gladiolus corms and ane¬ 
mone tubers, therefore, don’t 
have to be big as long as they 
have enough food in them to 
sustain the plants during the 
early part of the growing sea¬ 
son. 

In this respect they are. 
rather like seed potatoes — 
there is no point in planting 
big ones when little fellows 
will serve just as well. 

★ * * 

Another point of resem¬ 
blance between the big, flat- 
tish gladiolus corm and the 
seed potato lies in the fact 
that both may be divided. 

Just as a big potato can be 
cut up into seed pieces, so 
may a big glad bulb with 
more than one sprout be cut 
through, from top to bottom, 
making sure each seed piece 
has a sprout on top and a por¬ 
tion of the root scar on the 
bottom.

Once upon a time — and like, you know, man, it was a 
long time ago too — a mastery of the spoken and written

Children were taught not to split their infinitives or dan¬ 
gle their particles at about the same stage they were forbid¬ 
den to throw porridge. As soon as they could walk, it was on 
to Latin (in the company of Caesar) or even Greek (in the 
company of Xenophon and Alexander the Great). 

Language, so went the platitude, was the supreme 
achievement of civilized man. What else separated men from 
animals if not words? 

For at least 10 years, though, we have lived in the Age of 
the Grunt. The counterculture may be gone, but its oom-and- 
ugh homage to inarticulateness mumbles on.

On the daces of children listening to parents or parents lis¬ 
tening to politicians or everybody listening to a deodorant ad 
on TV one common message may be read: Words aren’t 
trusted as once they were. 

What has taken the place of words? Something called 
body language. A man can now knock ,on the door and say 
“It’s like, me!’’ and nobody will thrdw the sliding bolt 
against him as if he were Attffla the Hun. But if he lacks 
gestures—worse, if he keeps has hands in hw pockets—he will 
be ruled out of society as a seriously impaired human being. 

Even writers and editors are ready to grovel — if they 
have that much body language in them — for not having 
more great moves. 

★ ★ ★ 

iNbt too long ago Martin Marty lacerated himself in the 
Christian Century for being an “uptight WASP,” speechless, 
so to speak, from the neck down. Nerman Mailer and Nor¬ 
man Podhoretz have both envied the bounce-on-the-toes walk 
they attribute to athletes. 

All this sounds terrific — when you put it into words, we 
might add. But we’ve been watching (or listening to?) -a 
sampling of body language lately, and we’re just not that 
sure the cult of panther grace Is what it’s cracked up to be. “

Slide to the cellar of despair

A Toronto executive, Impri¬ 
soned for theft, is welcomed 
back to his offices as a con¬ 
quering hero. 

Xaviera Hollander, former 
prostitute and madam in New 
York, is the author of five 
books including the best sell¬ 
er, The Happy Hooker. She 
also writes a monthly column 
for Penthouse magazine. 

Shannon Canfield quit her 
office job five years ago to 
become “a high class call 
girl.” She, too, has written a 
popular book—Why Men Call 
Girls. 

She changed from office 
worker to call girl at the age 
of 30 and her only regret is 
that she didn’t do it earlier. 
Now she has achieved her 
goal of financial independence 
and has two more sex books 
in the mill. Meanwhile, she is 
writing children’s stories and 
mysteries. Such are the 
wages of sin. The menace to 
society is that prostitutions be¬ 
comes respectable. 

In the Christian Century for 
Feb. 26, an article by Sidney 
Lens entitled The Moral Roots 
of the New Despair, describes 
a dark pessimism into which 
America is slipping and in 
which American idealism is 
being lost. 

Instead of a land of freedom 
and individualism, it is in the 
grip of an enormous military- 
CIA machine, pursuing its se-

cret objectives and making 
thousands of decisions not 
subject to public knowledge or 
control. 

“Government by consent of 
the governed” is being' con¬ 
verted into its opposite, con¬ 
tends Lens — “government 
without consent of the go¬ 
verned.” He states that “not 
a major American industry 
could survive without govern¬ 
ment.” 

The cost to the private citi¬ 
zen in this transition from 
free enterprise to a state-sup- 
ported capitalism is in every 
way enormous. 

Thus the capitalists who 
boast of taking risks in devel¬ 
opment and ask rewards com¬ 
mensurate with risk and tal¬ 
ents have seen their risks de¬ 
cline in some cases to zero 
and their profits escalate. 

The profits of the oil comp¬ 
anies, for example, have in¬ 
creased by six times in 10 
years. The foreign policy of 
the nation has been complete¬ 
ly taken from public control 
so that effective government 
rests in a very few hands as 


Hans Morgenthau points out 
in The New Republic for Nov. 
9, 1974 

“The relevant decisions are 
made neither by the people at 
large nor by the official gov¬ 
ernment but by the private 
governments where effective 
power rests," Morgenthau 
writes. 

Americans are not alone in 
their despair; no government 
in Canadian history has been 
more secretive in foreign poli¬ 
cy than the present one. 

Further in the slide down 
the coal shute to the cellar of 
despair in America is the im¬ 
morality of spending $90 bil¬ 
lion annually on arms produc¬ 
tion while millions of her citi¬ 
zens are hungry and sick and 
profits burgeon while millions 
are unemployed or in some 
kind of desperate want. 

Add to this the irrespon¬ 
sibility of unions in their slo¬ 
gan of More, the fearful in¬ 
crease in major crime and 
the wave of paganism that 
has swept away the sanity of 
Sunday and you have further 
sources of the respectability 
of sin.

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Barrett eyes 
services cut 
to stay level 


$2 million housing subsidy plan 


By JIM HUME 
Colonist Reporter 

CRANBROOK — Premier 
Barrett said Friday he would 
cut services to people if need 
be to balance this year’s bud¬ 
get. 

“We haven’t had to do that 
so far,’’ he said. “I have said 
that the budget will balance 
and it will. And I’m saying 
that if we have to we shall cut 
services to do it. But we 
haven’t had to yet and hope¬ 
fully won’t have to." 

Earlier this year the pre¬ 
mier said he was considering 
bringing in an interim mini¬ 
budget during the fall session 
of the Legislature' but later 
said there would be no need 
for an interim budget and 
that the $3.2-billion budget 
would balance. 

Barrett also denied Friday 
that thousands of posters car¬ 
rying his photograph and an¬ 
nouncing his pending visit to 
local communities is an elec¬ 
tion poster. 

“It’s just a poster announc¬ 
ing the time and place of my 
visit," he said. “When my 
election posters come out 
they’ll say ‘Vote .for Dave 
-Barrett,’ not just 'Come and 
meet him’ the way these do." 

The posters, along with 
newspaper and radio adver¬ 
tisements also announcing the 
premier’s visit, are being paid 
for by the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

During a visit to Kimberley 
on Friday, Barrett said gov¬ 
ernment programs ,to reduce 
unemployment in B.C. are in 
the works but he wouldn’t say 
what they are or when they* 
will be implemented. 

During a civic luncheon in 


Kimberley he admitted unem¬ 
ployment is a serious problem 
in some areas of B.C. 

"Just watch over the next 
little while,” he said. "Watch 
for government initiatives to 
create jobs.” 

Asked after the meeting if 
he was just referring to his 
hopes for a copper refinery 
and smelter, he said, “Just 
watch,' we have a few initia¬ 
tives under study.” He 
stressed that the word is ‘‘ini¬ 
tiatives, plural.” 

He refused further com¬ 
ment other than to say the 
proposals were "closer than 
some people might expect." 

Barrett also said he still felt 
premarital counselling could 
help alleviate B.C.’s family 
breakdown rate. 

"But I haven’t been able to 
convince my own party of 
that. Not yet. anyway. But I 
still think it is an important 
first step we must one day 
take." 

Barrett appealed to civic 
leaders in Kimberley to try to 
show a greater appreciation 
of the complex pressures fac¬ 
ing today’s youth. 

"It is still a fact that only 
about 3 per. cent of our 
youngsters have serious profcn 
lems,” he said. “Don’t blame 
all young people for that 
small percentage. And don’| 
blame the 3 per cent entirely. 
I think we have a few delin¬ 
quent parents around as well 
as juvenile delinquents." 

He said he disagreed with 
people who “think punishment 
and discipline are the only an¬ 
swers. Those two things are 
needed, but they should come 
from the parents, hot school 
teachers." 


LOw-income renters are 
going to get a $2-million-a- 
year break, courtesy of the 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments. 

A new rent relief program 
for tenants of non-profit se¬ 
nior citizen and co-operative 
housing projects was an¬ 
nounced here Friday by Hous¬ 
ing Minister Lome Nicolson. 

It’s a plan that will ensure 
that lower income persons in 
those projects will not have to 
pay more than 25 per cent of 


Rent ceilings for aged, poor 


their gross income for accom¬ 
modation. 

Nicolson estimated that the 
subsidy, to be. paid 50-50 by 
the two levels of govern-* 
ment, will* cost 5BOO,000 this 
year, $2 million next and 
could increase a little the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Nicolson said an estimated 


3,000 senior citizens will be el¬ 
igible for the rent supple-, 
ments. which are retroactive 
to Sept. 1. 

Inflation, he said, has in¬ 
creased building costs to such 
an extent that even non-profit 
housing rents had to be set 
beyond the reach of low-in¬ 
come pensioners. 


Commonwealth officers visit here, 


Twelve senior officers from 
Commonwealth armed forces 
will visit Victoria Sunday as 
part of a tour of North Ameri¬ 
can centres. 

The 12 are attending the 
Royal College of Defence Stu¬ 
dies in the U.K. and are 


members of the Royal Austra¬ 
lian Air Force, Malaysian 
Army, Indian Navy, Royal 
Navy. Pakistan Air Force and 
the British Home Civil Ser¬ 
vice.^ 

They will be accompanied 
by three representatives of 
the British High Commission 


and one from the foreign liai¬ 
son office at National Defence 
Headquarters, Ottawa. Lieut.- 
Gen. Sir Frank King of the 
British Army will lead the 
group, which will leave here 
next week for Vancouver and 
Los Angeles. 


He said there are probably 
more than, 200 projects with 
7,160 units eligible for assis¬ 
tance under the plan, but pri¬ 
ority in allocation of money 
will go to about.3.000 newer, 
more expensive units. 

Some 60 sponsoring socie¬ 
ties are involved in the priori¬ 
ty projects winch are made 
up of 1,259 proposed non-profit 
and co-operative housing 
units. 1,134 senior citizen units 
already under construction 
and 609 senior citizens units 
ocoupied after July 1974. 

The program will be ad¬ 
ministered by B.C. Housing 
Management Commission.

will benefit mostly families 
whose yearly income does not 

exceed $ 12 , 000 . 

The private sector is not af¬ 
fected by the changes, al¬ 
though Nicolson felt the pro¬ 
gram might be extended to 
limited dividend projects 
under -which developers bor¬ 
row money at eight per cent 
interest, and guarantee cer¬ 
tain limits on their rate of re¬ 
turn.

However, he added, it is the 
New Democratic Party gov¬ 
ernment’s policy to give pref¬ 
erence to firms which have 
union employees. 

It’s the same principle as 
giving preference to B.C. 
companies in most govern¬ 
ment contracts, he said.

Agriculture is Canada’s 
basic industry, also one of the 
most dynamic, most efficient 
industries, yet Canada barely 
produces enough food for its 
own needs. 

Reporting on agricultural 
trends and events to the Ca> 
nadian viewing public, is the 
continuing GBC-TV series 
Country Canada.

Fewer and fewer people 
farm the land in Canada, but 
concern for agriculture in 
Canada, is a growing phenom¬ 
enon. 

As Country Canada enters 
its 21st year on CBC-TV, it 
will be bringing*the most topi¬ 
cal, most probing agricultural 
news to an expectant audi¬ 
ence. Some of the subjects to 
be explored in upcoming pro¬ 
grams are the beef, poultry, 
hog, and corn industries. 

Other programs will report 
on the annual meetings of 
sueh organizations as the Ag¬ 
ricultural Institute of Canada, 
The National Farmers Union. 
The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture, Palliser Wheat 
Growers and The Farm 
Bureau in the U.S., as well as 
The Outlook Conferences up¬ 
coming in Ottawa and Wash¬ 
ington. 


In assessing agricultural re¬ 
sources, there must be consid¬ 
eration of a multitude of in¬ 
terlocking factors — the grain 
industry cannot be considered 
without at the same time con¬ 
sidering the transportation 
system. It is the same with 
the other farm products — 
they are dependent, for exam¬ 
ple, on labor, land usage, 
marketing needs and systems, 
free enterprise vs. collec¬ 
tivism, as well as climate and 
fertilizers. 

Yet these are only some of 
the factors which affect Cana¬ 
da’s complex agricultural in¬ 
dustry. In 1970, Canada im¬ 
ported more food than it ex¬ 
ported. 

This is an indication of a 
serious de*>endency on other 
nations, chiefly the U.S., for 
food. At the same time, the 
world as a whole is in desper¬ 
ate need of food. Is Canada 
able to respond to the needs 
of a hungry world? Are we 
Canadians addressing our¬ 
selves to the future, are we 
wasting our resources? 

Country Canada will expli¬ 
cate on these challenges fac¬ 
ing agriculture in Canada in 
the coming months.

NEW HOSTESS 


On Monday, Sept. 22. at 3 in 
the afternoon. Mary Lou Fin¬ 
lay will join Paul Soles, and a 
new Take 30 season will begin 
on CBC-TV. Ed Reid will be¬ 
come a contributing producer 
on the show. 

Mary Lou comes to Take 30 
from Ottawa — the city where 
she was born and received 
her professional start. For the 
past year, she hat been host 
of CBOT's early evening 
news. This Day; for the four 
proceeding THEWT she had 
been host-interviewer on the 
station's afternoon public af¬ 
fairs magazine program. 
Four For the'Road. 

“I feel tuned into and com¬ 
fortable with the afternoon 
audience," says Mary Lou. 
"They saw me through my 
traumatic beginnings and re¬ 
mained my milieu for several 
years." Before broadcasting, 
she had been a researcher for 
the National Museums of Can¬ 
ada. When the job began to 
bore her, she applied for a 
production position on Four 
Fbrthe Road. T^ie show's pro¬ 
ducer, however, had enough 
insight to persuade her to 
take an on camera job on the 
show instead. 

"I was terrified at first be¬ 
cause I had no previous 
broadcast experience. For 
weeks, I £ad this dreadfirf ner¬ 
vous twitch and would stare at 
the monitor instead of looking 
into the camera. It was a case 
of sink or Swim and luckily, 
the show's staff kept pulling 
my head above the water." 

Having survived the first 
fearful months, Mary Lou 
now looks on her television 
job not as work, but as an op¬ 
portunity to indulge her in¬ 


quisitiveness and her preoc¬ 
cupation with people. "I love 
television because I get to 
stick my nose into everything. 
It gives me license to be 
curious.’/ 

Mary Lou is part of the new 
energy which promises to 
make the coming Take 30 sea¬ 
son more vital and topical. 
"Let’s be honest, no one real¬ 
ly knows what the new Take 
30 will be really like,” says 
the program’s new executive 
producer, Ain Soodor. “We do 
know- that Paul and Mary Ixm 
will bring many unique quali¬ 
ties to the show'. Both ar* 
licensed pilots, both are expe- 
K rienced television journalists 
with a sense of humor, both 
are informal and unpreten¬ 
tious. both have a tremendous 
interest in people. We hope 
that the show* will reflect 
these qualities. We also hope 
that we can offer the kinds of 
topical, bright, informative 
and entertaining items that 
today’s increasingly sophis¬ 
ticated audiences are interest¬ 
ed in — or more accurately — 
reod, but seldom find on af¬ 
ternoon television.”

WASHINGTON (WP) — 
"Phyllis, the new CBS situa¬ 
tion comedy starring Cloris 
Leachman as a blundering 
widow, is the most popular 
new TV shbw oi the year, ac¬ 
cording to the first conclusive 
TV ratings of the new fall 
season, announced this week. 

Other new shows which 
finished among the top 20 
were Switch with Eddie Al¬ 
bert and Robert Wagner 
iCBS), Starsky and Hutch, an 
action-adventure hour (ABC); • 
and When things Were Rotten, 
the Mel Brooks burlesque of 
the Robin Hood legend (ABC). 
NBC’s highest rated new 
show is the cap drama Joe 
Forrester, which ranked 23rd 
of the 66 rated shows. 

Not unexpectedly, viewers 
remained loyal to old favor¬ 
ites: the season, premiere of 
AM in the Family, with a 30.4 
rating and a 48 per cent 
share of the viewing audience 
(about, 42 million viewers) 
was the number one show, 
followed by Maude and 
Phyllis, all three Monday 
night CBS comedies. 

While four new shows' 
placed among the 20 most 
popular seen during the net¬ 
works’ "premiere week,”, 12 


new shows were among the 
bottom 20, with CBS’s Three 
for the Road, already rejected 
by 20 per cent of the CBS af¬ 
filiates, at the very end of the 
list. 

"For once, we don’t have 
the turkey of the year,” 
cracked an ABC spokesman. 
There was other cause for 
glee at ABC, the network tra¬ 
ditionally ranked third. While 
CBS ratings for the premiere 
week were down 7 per cent 
from last year’s figures and 
NBC’s down 14 per cent, 
ABCs were up 4 per cent. 
None of ABC’s new shows 
ranked in the top 20 at this 
time last year; this year ABC 
has two up there. 

CBS had ten of the top 20 
shows (with ABC and NBC 
evenly splitting the rest), and 
the highest average ratings 
for the week, but not all is 
well at the network. Its highly 
touted and generously budget¬ 
ed new Beacon flill series 
plummeted from high ratings 
in its pre-season debut to 55th 
place last week. 

CBS officials declined to 
comment on the fate of Bea¬ 
con Hill. 

Some shows expected to do 
well did anything but. NBCs 
The Family Halvak finished 


54th, trounced by ABC’s The 
$6 Million Man and CBS's 
Cher. NBC’s answer to Phyl¬ 
lis, The Lee Grant comedy 
Fay, although praised by 
many critics, finished 61st, a 
victim of The Waltons on 
CBS. Medical Story, the new 
Abby Mann antiiology for 
which NBC also had high 
hopes, was 60th. 

Sources at ABC now say 
they feel they have a chance 
of rivalling NBC for second 
position in the network sw'eep- 
stakes, even though NBC of¬ 
ficials started the season by - 
predicting, this was the year 
their network would at last 
over-take CBS.

Networks Say Ethnic Is Iirand WASP Is Out 


By JEAN IIANALER 

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
new television season might 
be ethnic enough to stir up a 
wasp’s nest — maybe even an 
Episcopalian anti-defamation 
league. 

As Italian Catholics (the 
Montefuscos, Joe and Sons) 
battle it out with the Irish 
Catholics (Kate McShane, 
Doc, Beacon Hill), the white 
anglo-saxon Protestant has 
gone the way of I Love Lucy 
and Gunsmoke. 

Television has gone ethnic 
with a vengeance and a heavy 
intonation, giying detectives 
names such as Starsky 
(Starsky and Hutch), reserv¬ 
ing a starring role for Jose 
Perez despite, or because of, 
his Spanish accent (On the 
Rocks), putting Gabriel Ka¬ 
plan (Welcome Back, Kotter) 
into an all-ethnic school, 
where the melting pot con¬ 
gealed. 

In addition, CBS has a show 
about a Puerto Rican now in 


development, and ABC is tap¬ 
ing a situation comedy about 
the family life of Mexican- 
Americans living in Califor¬ 
nia. It’s called Viva Vai 
dez! and it will be available 
for ‘'second season” spotting. 
That means it will wait In the 
wings to replace a new show 
that lays an egg. 

Healthy Trend 

Until a few years ago, on 
television Americans were all 
melted into one bland majori- 

_ty figure, who believed in God 

(but wasn’t a fanatic about 
it); lived in a middle class 
suburb, spoke homogenized 
American an<i never referred 
to wherever his family came 
from. Obviously the family 
came from somewhere else — 
Indians are one minority that 
hasn’t made it since Tonto. 

All that is gone now, with 
two new shows marking their 
bow — in performances in ar- 


g u m e n t s about Catholics 
missing mass (Joe and Sons 
and Doc), with Tony Mon - 
telusco referring to bis Epis¬ 
copal son-in-law as ‘Mr. 
White Bread” and “Mr. May- 
onnaise"). When Kate 
McShane needs advice, she 
goes to her brother, the Jesuit 
seminarian. On Beacon Hill 
the talk was of holy days of 
obligation. You don’t have to 
be Catholic to enjoy television 
this year, but It helps. 

The vice-presidents for pro¬ 
gramming at the three major 
networks all agreed during in¬ 
terviews that this was the 
year of the ethnic -- and that 
It was a good thing. 

“It’s a very healthy trend," 
said Alan Wagner, vice- 
president, nighttime pro¬ 
grams, CBS. “We finally are 
willing to admit that we are 
not really a melting pot In 
America as much as we are 
an amalgam. We aren’t an 
amorphous mass, we’re lots 


of little commqnities living 
side by side. 

"I think that’s exciting and 
I think it’s exciting that tele¬ 
vision Is ready to recognize It 
now and willingly discuss 
openly things we just Ignored 
before — that everybody isn’t 
like Andy Griffith." 

Ed Vane, vice-president^ 
programs, ABC. agreed that 
ethnic was healthy and 
added; 

Demographics 

“It’s a belated recognition 
that there can be good come¬ 
dy situations and good family 
fun with all of the ethnic 
groups. Look back 15 years — 
there was Lucy, Leave It To 
Beaver, Donna Reed, Father 
Knows Best. Tradition at that 
time called for white anglo- 
saxon Protestant families. 

“Now I think the industry 
realizes that situation come¬ 
dies featuring all nationalities 


can mean splid entertain¬ 
ment." 

Heakhy also was the woaxl 
used by NBC vice-president, 
programs. 

"It’s not all new," Marvin 
Antonowsky pointed out. 
“Look at Columbo —he’s 
been around for five years. I 
think the audiences out there 
are a lot more so| histicated 
than a lot of people think. 
Also, we try to upgrade our 
programming at all times. We 
don’t go for the lowest com¬ 
mon denominator. We try to 
break ground." 

“I think all this Is very 
healthy —. any time we can 
laugh at ourselves in a nice 
way is a step forward, or If 
we laugh with others, we 
laughing with, not at, because 
to laugh at is derogatory. 
We’d be making caricatures." 

Observers of televlslm have 
pointed out that the networks 
were aiming their program¬ 
ming at young urban audi¬ 
ences, rather than older rural 


groups, because that’s who 
the sponsors wanted to reach, 
that’s where the spendable in¬ 
come and changeable buying 
habits were to be found. 

This is called demographics 
and all three network vice 
presidents downgraded the 
idea that demographic consid¬ 
erations were behind the new 
network slogan that ethnic is 
beautiful. 

“I think demographics 
tends to be overstated," CBS’ 
Wagner said. “The point still 
is to get a large audience, 
which means as many as we 
can reach of all persuasions. 
You’re still better-with a 40 
share of the audience than a 
30. 

“This was the year of the 
Catholics because the Catho¬ 
lic experience was not one 
that had been widely treated 
on television before. It was 
fresh, therefore ripe. 

"Who knows? Next year 
might be the year of the 
Black Muslim." 



Man from U.N.C.L.E. 
Is the Invisible Man

(WP) — When executive 
producer Norman Felton was 
casting a tongue-in-cheek es¬ 
pionage series called The Man 
From U.N.C.L.E. he com¬ 
plained: “All of the actors 
look just alike.” They were, 
he recalled, all slender and 6 
feet tall and had faces that 
looked as though they had 
sembly line. . 

But there was also an actor 
named David McCallum, and' 
he got the job. 

McCallum. in 1964 was 31 
years old, a native of Glas¬ 
gow, Scotland, and had spent 
his childhood studying the 
oboe. He had a variant of a 
Prince Valiant hairdo (then 
more unusual than now) be¬ 
cause he had found that It 
suited the varying roles he 
had won from Shakespeare to 
modem comedy. 

He was cast opposite Robert 
Vaughn’s character of Napo- 
leon Solo and was told that he 
was a Russian who had de¬ 
fected, by-the name of Ulya 
Kuryakin. 

He made a super-cool espio¬ 
nage agent, and The Man 
From U.N.C.L.E. quickly 
found two different kinds of 
audience. One liked the pure 
adventure and suspense, the 
James Bond quality that went 
with the life of a spy. The 
other audience enjoyed the in¬ 
side jokes about the spying 
racket, since Napoleon or - 
Iliya could always produce 
some strange tool that would 
let them enter or leave a 
building, or, at least, escape 
from jeopardy. 

The series ran for 4 years 
and 99 epispdes. It made 
McCallum the sort of fellow 
who, the Associated Press re¬ 
ported in 3966, was “mauled 
by screaming fans outside a 
London theatre” and who was 
greeted in 1967 by ”1,000 
screaming teen-agers” in Syd¬ 
ney. Australia. 

Success also wrecked his 
10-year marriage to actress 
Jill Ireland. She has since

married actor Charles Bron¬ 
son. and Day id has been mar¬ 
ried since September. 1967, to 
New York socialite Katherine 
Carpenter. 

Any chance that The Man 
From U.N.C.L.E. would run 
forever (at least in TV terms) 
was harmed greatly by the 
arrival in 1966 of a spy named 
April Dancer, The Girl From 
U.N.C.L.E. Stefanie Powers 
played the role and the series 
lasted one season. 

The “Girl” provided just 
too much U.N.C.L.E. for one 
television network, and by the 
spring of 1968 the “Man” had 
also disappeared (except for 
interminable ^e-runs). 

But because McCallum is 
different at 5 feet 8 and 150 
pounds, he continued to find 
work. His performance in 
Allen Sloane’s superbly writ¬ 
ten Teacher, Teacher won 
him applause, and so did his 


File on Devlin for the Hall¬ 
mark Hall of Fame. He 
showed up on most of the 
major TV series and con¬ 
tinued to make feati« motion 
pictures. 

When he visited northern 
Virginia during last summer 
for a role in a theatre, he 
talked with enthusiasm about 
his new series The divisible 
Man. He knew that the con¬ 
cept used for the pilot film 
couldn't be used for the 
series. 

In the film he. is a scientist 
who discovers the bocret of 
making himself invisible. But 
he is determined that his se¬ 
cret will not be used by the 
Department of Defense. As a 
result, he has to rpr N with his 
former employers in close 
pursuit. Sort of The Fugitive 
without visibility. 

He knew, also, frj*, the in¬ 
visibility for a long-running 


series is merely a technical 
gimmick. He’s rendered invis¬ 
ible by wearing costumes that 
match the background. Thus, 
in front of a color film cam¬ 
era, man and background 
blend Into one. And, as the 
man said when the magician 
pulled an elephant from an 
opera hat, "So, O.K., but 
what do you do for an en¬ 
core?" 

For a TV series, The Invisi¬ 
ble Man has come a long way 
from the tortured creation of 
H. (for Herbert) G. (for 
George) Wells (1866-1946), 
David McCallum plays scien¬ 
tist Dr. Daniel Weston. He is 
a research scientist employed 
by a "think tank” research 
firm in California., 

Just hoiw different it can i>e 
was demonstrated in the pre¬ 
miere episode. In that episode 
The Invisible Man Is sent to 
Las Vegas to determine 
whether an eccentric business 
tycoon, who hasn't been seen 
in years, is dead or alive. 

Dr. Daniel Weston has a 
wife named Kate, who is 
played by Melinda Fee. 

McCallum, at 42, has been 
around the TV business too 
long to expect great drama on 
a weekly series. What he 
hoped for, instead, was “a lot 
of fun." 

He has previously worked 
with producer Leslie Stevens 
(who created Stoney Burke 
and Search series) and he’s 
always had an enjoyable asso¬ 
ciation with executive produc¬ 
er Harve Bennett. 

The series is produced at 
Universal, the old film studio 
th$t introduced the produc¬ 
tion-line concept to television. 
Workmanlike shows ensue 
from the factory; the profits 
are always huge, and oc¬ 
casionally one finds a pro¬ 
gram of distinction. 

The best thing, then, about 
The Invisible Man series is 
that it makes visible on TV 
once again an actor who is 
different, a fellow named 
David McCallum.

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Meet the King 
Of Kensington

TORONTO (CP) — When, 
actor-producer-director A1 
Waxman appears as Larry 
King in the CBC-TV situa¬ 
tion comedy show, The King 
of Kensington, at the start of 
lta fall run, Sept. 25, it will 
mark a home-coming. 

Waxman was bom 40 years 
ago in the Kensington Market 
area of downtown Toronto, 
and though the district has 
changed somewhat .since 
those days, the personalities 
haven’t changed that much. 

It’s a show about a small 
shop-keeper who is the ac¬ 
knowledged community lead¬ 
er, something between an om¬ 
budsman and general fixer 
for his friends and customers. 

It’s also the subject of the 
biggest publicity build-up cur¬ 
rently being undertaken by 
the CBC, which presumably 
makes the show the headliner 
of the new CBC-TV season. 

If it goes as well with the 
viewing public as Jhe CBC 
hopes it will run longer than 
the initial 13-week scheduled 
season. And Waxman, just as 
aggressive a guy as Larry 
King, says: "I ain’t stepping 
up to the plate to hit anything 
but a homer.” 

Waxman, with an interna¬ 
tional record behind him of 
some success in radio, TV 
and films, said in an inter¬ 
view the new show can be as 
distinctive in North America 
as any other TV hit has 
been. 

It is to be recorded on tape 
within six days of each week’s 
episode, making it "directly 
topical... up to the min¬ 
ute ... as close as possible to 
live TV.” 


Each half-hour show' will re¬ 
late an incident in which one 
or more of Larry King’s cus¬ 
tomers tangles with society’s 
problems, and how the 
of the neighborhood store, by 
hook or by crook, confounds 
authority. 

Waxman, whose formative 
years up to the age of seven 
were spent in the Kensington 
area, feels a kinship of soul 
and spirit with today’s resi¬ 
dents of Kensington, probably 
the most polygot lot in the 
whole of Canada. He says the 
show will have the smell of 
curry and the taste of garlic. 

And Waxman feels he is not 
just acting the role of Larry 
King, but is King, in fact. 

"Acting, to me, is not just 
pretending as a lot of people 
think it is, but it’s being. You 
are, or you aren’t and you’re 
just a phoney, and the audi¬ 
ences can pick out the dif¬ 
ference.” 

^ The stocky, almost over¬ 
weight he took off 40 pounds 
for the role, battered-faced 
actor has an appearance 
which is at times gentle, and 
at times aggressive. While 
just 40 now, he has been in 
show business 27 years. 

That means he started when 
he still was a highsehool kid 
in downtown Toronto, playing 
roles in radio when, at his 
age, it was considered among 
his peers that it was sissified 
to be an actor. Sissified or 
not, he fought his way to 
prominence in American and 
British show business. 

Now back in Canada, he’s 
counting on at least a six- 
month run for King of Kens¬ 
ington, and is planning a new 
film production following, or 
concurrent with it.

clear, are events such as the 
so-called Vietnam babylift, 
which attempted to do some¬ 
thing about the plight of world 
orphans, but instead became 
a squabble over motives and 
cultural morality. 

"It’s agonizing to realize,” 
says Maclear, "that just 25 
Cents a day, eight dollars a 
month, will keep a child alive 
in Honduras. For Canadians, 
the price of a meal or a book 
or a family visit to the movies 
will keep a child alive.” 

In the program, Maclear 
talks in Honduras with David 
Stewart, a lawyer from Co¬ 
burg, Ontario, who lived there 
for one year. Now, through 
his Help Honduras Founda¬ 
tion, he raises money and 
finds Canadian sponsors for 
the children in Sister Maria 
Rosa’s orphan villages. He 
has arranged 900 sponsors 
and is now looking for more 
businesses, groups and 
schools who are willing to 
participate in this process of 
development. To Stewart, his 
w-ork is an effort to redress an 
imbalance.

Immediately preceding 
Macbeth, 8t 8:30 p.m., Mac¬ 
beth star Porter and noted 
humanist-scholar S. Schoen- 
baum share entertaining an¬ 
ecdotes about Shakespeare, 
Macbeth, and the Elizabethan 
stage in Classic Theatre Pre¬ 
view. The preview', which is 
designed to make the ploys 
more accessible to the viewer 
also features visual essays on 
the Scottish moors, and on 
some of the other reasons 
why the play has captured the 
world’s imagination for so 
many centuries. Begins Sept. 
22 at 7:00 p.m. 

The following week, October 
2 at 9:00 p.m., Classic 

Theatre presents Edward II 
— the story of a young homo¬ 
sexual king whose choice of 
lovers led to wars, intrigue, 
royal purges, and ultimately 
to his own hideous murder at 
the hinds of a professional 
sadist. 

One of the most stunning 
and disturbing plays ever 
written, Edward II was also 
one of the theatre's mo6t 
rarely. performed dramas. 


But its recent performance at 
the Edinburgh Festival made 
Edward n a celebrated event, 
and made Ian McKellen a 
star in the title role. It is this 
landmark performance which 
Classic Theatre presents as 
television cameras go right on 
atage to capture the Edin- 
burgh production as it was 
recreated at London’s PicadiJ- 
ly Theatre. 

Although first produced in 
1592, Edward n is a natural 
television epic, compressing 
25 years of history Into two 
hours. From the beginning of 
his reign, Edward n was 
harassed by pressures to bar 
his lover, the peasant Piers 
Gaveston, from the court. Ed¬ 
ward’s resistance outraged 
both his royal family and the 
influential nobility, who unit¬ 
ed in a successful plot to 
murder the lover and drive 
the king from his throne. 
Even in retreat, Edward con¬ 
tinued to be tormented, until 
he was finally killed in an 
obscene parody of the homo¬ 
sexual act. 

Although based on actual 
events, Edward n is deeply 
textured both by Marlowe's 
own homosexuality and by the 
violence of the period in 
which it was written. Present¬ 
ed during Queen Elizabeth the 
First’s reign, (when sodomy 
was a hanging offence), the 
play softens cruelty with com¬ 
passion, and reflects Mar- 
. lowe’s manifesto that "all 
they that not love tobacco 
and boys were fools.” 

According to Clifford Leech, 
who has served in distin¬ 
guished University posts in 
England, Canada and the 
United States, Edward was an 
unfortunate man, whose mis¬ 
fortune was that he "hap¬ 
pened to be king.” Leech 
gives his compassionate por¬ 
trait on Classic Threatre Pre¬ 
view, October 2 at 8:30 p.m. 
Ian McKellen also appears in 
the preview, on location at 
London’s famed 12th century 
Temple Church.
